3. Claims 37-39, 41^3, 45-47, and 49-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Wachi et al. (USPN 4,820,940). 

Fig. 3 shows a voltage reference source 26-29, a signal generator 11/15, a first 
comparator 30 and a second comparator 31 as recited in claims 37-39, 41-43, 45.47, 
and 49-51.
